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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the double patenting 
rejections should be withdrawn by the Examiner because there is combining or linking of the claims in one or more of the provided serial 
numbers. However, in the previous action the independent claims where linked to the independent claims of each of the provided serial 
numbers and a statement of how the claims would be modified to show the obviousness. Furthermore Applicant argues that the obvious 
type double patenting is not valid because none of the other applications teach filtering based on attack warnings. However, Gleichauf 
teaches such filtering as disclosed In column 1 lines 23-32 and column 7 lines 16-20. Therefore the obvious type double patenting 
rejections remain. These double patenting rejections can be overcome by filing a terminal disclaimer. The further arguments with respect 
to the prior art rejections are persuasive as containing similar limitations as application number 09/916.397. 
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
